AN  ACT 

TO   REGULATE   THE    COLLECTION   OF  DUTIES     ON 

IMPORTS  AND   TONNAGE. 

Sec.  1.  IjE  it  eiuicted  hy  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  Sttites  of  Amer- 
ica, in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  State  of  gj^j^iteir. 
New-Hampshire  shall  bie  one  district^  to  be  call-

be  liable;  and  in  defect  of  a  deputy,  the  said  au- 
thorities and  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  naval 
officer  of  the  same  district,  if  any  there  be;  and  if 
there  be  no  naval  officer,  upon  the  surveyor  of  the 
port  appointed  for  the  residence  of  such  disabled 
or  deceased  collector,  if  any  there  be,  and  if  none, 
upon  the  surveyor  of  the  port  nearest  thereto  and 
within  the  said  district.  And  in  every  case  of  the 
disability  or  death  of  a  surveyor,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  collector  of  the  district  to  nominate  some 
fit  person  to  perform  his  duties  and  -exercise  his 
authorities;  and  the  authorities  of  the  persons  who 
may  be  empoweied  ^o  act  in  the  stead  of  those 
who  may  be  disabled  or  dead,  shall  continue  until 
successors  shall  be  duly  appointed,  and  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  respective  oIlBces.

It  may  be  observed,  that  the  collection  law  contains  no 
provisions  applicable  to  the  above  cases.  The  above  re* 
gulations  have,  therefore,  been  adopted,  particularly  with 
a  yiew  to  the  indulgenise  of  the  importer  as  well  as  the  se- 
curity of  the  revenue.  Thongh  it  is  impracticable  for 
the  importer  to  comply  literally  with  the  provisions  ia 
respect  to  ordinary  cases  of  importation,  yet  they  may  be 
substantially  complied  with*

instituted,  with  sufficient  secui^ty,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  one.  of  whom  shall  b^ 
^amed  by  such  owner  or  agent,  and  the  other  by  the 
fisherman  or  fishermen,  pursuing  such  process,  or  if 
either  party  shall  refuse,  then  the  justice  first  appoint- 
ed shall  name  his  associate,  with  condition  ta  answer 
and  pay  whatever  sum  shall  be  recovered  by  him  or

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
fives  (fthe  Unittd  Stales  qfAmtricaj  in  Congress  assem- 
hledf  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  Doty  upm  Mit. 
next,  a  duty  of  twenty  cents  per  bushel  shall  be  laid, 
imposed,  and  cnllected,  upon  all  salt  imported  from 
any  foreign  port  or  place  into  the  United  States.  In 
calculating  the  said  duty,  every  fifty  six  pounds  of  salt 
shall  be  computed  as  equal  to  one  bushel.  And  the 
said  duty  shdl  be  collected  in  the  same  manner,  and

^^^^^^(^ttjndgct  ^1^^  g^. J  convention,  it  is  agreed  that  when  there  shaO 

be  no  consul,  or  vice-consul  of  the  king  of  the  French^ 
to  attend  to  the  saving  of  the  wreck  of  any  French 
vessel  stranded  on  the  coasts  of  the  United  States,  or 
that  the  residence  of  the  said  consul  or  vice-consul 
(he  not  being  at  the  place  of  the  wreck)  sh'Ul  be  more 
distant  from  the  said  place  than  that  of  the  competent 
judge  of  the  country,  the  latter  shall  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  perform  the  office  therein  prescribed;  the  dis-

Tbe  i9th  sectinn  of  the  act  entitled,  '<An  art  to  interdict  the 
commercial  interciiurse  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  and  Franco,  and  their  dependencies*  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," approved  1st  March,  1809,  pi*ovides  that  the  said  act 
shall  continue  in  force  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  Con- 
gress and  no  longer,  and  that  the  act  laying  an  embargo  on  all 
sltips  and  vessels  in  the  ports  and  harbors  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  several  acts  supplementary  thereto,  shall  be  repealed 
from  and  after  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

On  the  19th  April,  1809,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  ia 
virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  him  by  the  lltb  section  of  the 
above  art  issued  his  proclamation,  declaring  that  as  Great  Britain^ 
according  to  an  arrangement  made  with  Mr.  Erskine  shall  have  re- 
pealed her  edicts  violating  the  trade  of  the  United  Slates,  on  10th 
June  next,  that  the  said  act  should  cease  to  operate  in  respect  to 
Great  Britain  from  and  after  that  day.— 

The  act  of  281h  June  1809,  passed  at  tbe  close  of  the  session, 
confirms  the  repeal  of  the  Embargo  system,  and  enacts  that 
the  5d,  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th,  lOtii,  ilth,  17th  and  18th 
sections  of  the  act  of  1st  March,  1809,  shall  continue  in  force 
until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  congress.  Providing  that 
nothing  therein  should  be  construed  to  prohibit  any  trade,  or

In  consequence  of  the  disavowal  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain  of 
the  arrangement  made  by  Mr.  Erskine,  the  President  issued 
another  proclamation,  dated  9th  August,  1809,  revoking  the 
one  of  the  19th  April,  1809,  and  declaring  that  all  the  provisions 
of  the  act  intended  to  be  repealed  in  respect  to  Great  Britain 
were  in  full  force. 

At  the  close  of  the  following  session  of  congress,  viz.  on  the  1st 
May,  1810,  the  dd,  4th,  5th,  6th,  7tli,  8th,  9th,  10th,  11th,  17th  and 
18th  sections  (as  continued  in  the  limitation  of  the  act  of  28th 
June,  1809,)  expired. 

On  the  1st  May,  1810,  congress  passed  an  act  intituled  «<an  act

modify  their  edicts,  as  that  they  should  cease  to  violate  the  neu- 
tral commerce  of  the  United  States,which  fact  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  should  dedare  by  proclamation;  and  if  the  other 
nation  should  not  within  th!  ee  months  thereafter  so  modify  or  re- 
voke hor  edicts  in  like  manner^  that  then  the  Sd^  4th^  ath^  6th<' 
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7th,  8th,  9th,  10th,  11th,  17th  and  18th  sectioTiA  of  the  act  enti- 
tied  <«an  act  to  interflict  the  oommerrial  intercourse  betweeu 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  and  France  and  their  depen-

from  the  date  of  such  proclamation,  cease  and  be  discontinued  in 
relation  to  the  nation  revoking  or  modifying  her  edicts  in  the 
manner  aforesaid. — 

In  consequence  of  the  revocation  by  France,  in  the  month  of 
-  November,  1809,  of  her  edicts  violating  the  commerce  of  the 
United  States,  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  pursuance  of 
the  said  act  of  1st  May,  1810,  declared  by  his  proclamation  of  2d 
November,  1810,  that  the  dd,  4th,  5th,  6th,  '7th,  8th,  9th,  lOth^ 
11th,  17th,  and  18th  sections  of  the  act  of  1st  March,  1809,  to  be 
revived  in  respect  to  Great  Britain  and  to  have  effect  at  the  ex- 
piration of  thm  months  from  the  date  thereof. 

It  was  afterwards  enacted,  by  the  act  entitled.,  <<an  act  con- 
cerning the  commercial  intercourse  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  and  France,  and  their  dependencies,  and  for  other 
purposes,**  passed  2d  March,  1811,  that  the  revived  sections  should 
not  operate  upon  vessels  and  carg^ies  owned  by  citizens  of  the
